sale bribery operations of the United Railroads -:A securing the over- 
head trolley permit while the city was yet smoking hat has been 
laid bare before the grand jury. 


Patrick Calhottn, president of the United Railroads, Thornwall 


Mullally, his personal representative in San Francisco, and Tirey L. 
Ford, chief of the legal staff of the trolley trust, are the three cor- 
poration officials alleged to be involved by the evidence. It is said 
their indictments will be found within a week. The grand jury is 
waiting merely to hear corroborative evidence and to weld tightly 
together its chain of evidence. 


Through Detective Burns and his men the grand jury 
has 


learned that directly after the fire $325,000 in gold was placed to the 
credit of Patrick Calhoun in the United States Mint in this city

Abbott offered the excuse that he was an attorney. The grand 


jury refused to accept this as an excuse and'will ask Judge Coffey 
to compel Abbott to tell what he knows. 


The two confidential stenographers, George Francis and Miss 


McDermott, said that whatever communications they had seen were 
privileged and they refused to testify on this account. 


The prosecution believes that these four witnesses, if ordered 


by Judge Coffey to answer all questions asked them, will furnish 
every detail of the inner office workings during the bribery opera- 
tions, the proof skeleton of which is already in the hands of the 
grand jury. It is believed that Willcutt was taken into the partial 
confidence of Mullally and Ford. It is known that Abbott helped 
draw the money from the mint. It is also known that many letters 
passed between the United Railroads' chiefs and Ruef and the prose- 
cution expects to get these communications in telegraphic 
form 


from Francis and Miss McDermott. With this information in the 
hsnds of the grand jury, it is doubtful whether any more witnesses 
will be called. 


A subpoena, however, has been sent to Los Angeles for Tirey 


L. Fore. Ford will be warned before he takes the stand that he is to 
be a voluntarily witness and whatever testimony he gives will.be 
used as evidence against him. It is probable that Ford will follow 
the example of Caliioun and Mullally and refuse to take the stand. 
The prosecution has determined to grant immunity to no one of the 
trio. It was Superintendent of the Mint Frank A. Leach who gave 
to the grand jury today the story of the immense fund sent out from 
New York and placed to the credit of Patrick Calhoun at the mint. 
Immediately after the fire, when the banks were not open, the Treas- 
ury Department of the United States issued an order permitting de- 
posits made in Eastern government treasuries to be telegraphed to 
the mint and treasury at San Francisco, where they would be paid 
in gold coin. Leach told of this method of doing business.

GOLD FOR GREENBACKS. 


The money, of course, was not put up 


by the officers of either of those insti- 
tutions on their 
own responsibility, 


but was kept there in convenient form 
for handling by the people who were 
Interested in the baodling: and who 
took a prominent part in the proceed- 
ings. It is understood that, in either 
one or the other of the Institutions 
mentioned, the corruptlonists managed 
to secure greenbacks for gold so that 
they might all the more easily pay the

HIM TO DEATH 


Governor Hughes' Legal Advisor Commits 


Suicide by Shooting Himself in 


the Right Temple. 


XF,W YORK, May 4.—Ernest Wil- 


son Euffcutt, dean of the law faculty 
of Cornell University and legal ad- 
viser to Governor Hughes, committed 
suicide by shooting 
himself in the 


right temple on the steamer C. W. 
Morse, ot the People's 
Line, which 


left Albany at 8 o'clock hxst night and 
reached her dock at the foot of Canal 
.street at 7 o'clock this morning. Gov- 
ernor Hughes, who was in town this 
morning and stopping at the Hotel 
Astor, was notified of the suicide, and 
went to Stephen Merritt's undertaking 
establishment, whore 
the body 
was 


taken, and positively identified it. 
GOVERNOR HUGHES AFFECTED. 


The Governor was 
deeply affected 


by the news. The two men had, been 
close friends for many years, and the 
Governor said he was completely at a 
loss to account for Huffcutt's tragic 
act, except that it might have been 
the result of overwork. 


WAS A HARD WORKER. 


"I saw Huffcutt yesterday 
noon," 
said the Governor, "and at that time 
he seemed to be In perfect condition. 
He has been a hard worker and It is 
possible that this has brought on a 
condition that resulted in his deplor- 
able death. I know Huffcutt very well 
for many years, and always regarded 
him as a man of brilliant attainments 
and one of the ablest men of his pro- 
fession in the state." 


NO REASON ASSIGNED. 


Two letters were found in the state- 


room of the dead man, one addressed 
to the Coroner, in which he asked that 
his body be taken to the address of 
his sister. Miss Lillian Huffcutt, at 


127 East Forty-sixth street, and the 
other to his sister, in which he plain- 
ly indicated his intention to commit 
suicide, but gave no reasons for the 
act. 


WORRIED OVER BILL.

"I would like to tell you Just what 
my theory of scientific body building Is, 
but the nearest approach to an explana- 
tion that I can give, is to say that ray 
theorv is analogous to the Burbank idea.

Why, I 
myself worked within a rod of the place 
a few days ago, and again on Saturday 
and saw nothing, and yet directly after 
Mr. Pleasantoh ran across my little fel- 
low's body we purposely tried the experi- 
ment of going to a distance in different 
directions, and no matter where we stood 
the body could have been seen and prom- 
inently for at least 300 yards.

It is a peculiar fact that some of tha 


hardest hitters have never been mixed 
up In a fatality. It is probably becauso 
they: have been extremely lucky. 
In 


manv cases it is not the blow on the 
jaw "or over the heart or In the pit of 
the stomach that causes death, but It 
is the fall which inevitably follows 
when a man is In a groggy state and Is 
practically "out" on Ms feet. 
Then In nine cases out of ten his head 


strikes the floor, which, if not suffi- 
ciently well padded, brings on a frac- 
ture of the skull and concussion of the 
brain. 
Wide awake referees can often pre- 


vent fatal accidents by stopping rights 
when one of the principals Is In bad 
shape, but such officials are few and 
far between. 
Such sluggers as' Jeffries, Maher, 


Waleott, Wild Bill Hanrahan. McGov- 
ern ,Gans, Ryan and McCoy never in- 
flicted Injuries that even approached 
beln gfatal. 
But other heavy punch- 


ers have been on the anxious seat more 
than once when beaten opponents have 
been unconscious In hospitals for hours.

love this city, both of them, for 
since coming here they have met 


and made personal 
friends of 


many Oaklanders, who hold them 


in high esteem. 


"I can't tell you how much we 


appreciate all this," declared Mr. 
Underwood, referring to the let- 
ters, "nor how many friends 


we've both made." 


"Nor how we love Oakland." 


"Nor how much we regret leav- 


ing!" 


These, and kindred things did 


they say, all tending to the same 


point. 


As leading man and ingenue, 


both these player-folk have won 


high place in the hearts of the 


theater-going public. That the 


feeling is reciprocal goes with- 


out saying. 


Frances Slosson is a California

engagement, what then?",,

wood, promptly, "we intend to 
visit my mother in Denver." 


The Neills, husband and 
wife, 


took great pains with their in- 
genue, whose adaptability was at 
once shown by, her intelligent 
rendition of any part assigned to

her. And in her ability they were 
not mistaken, for Frances Slos- 


son has temperament. Everybody 
knows that, and no better proof 


of appreciation is needed than the 
applause which now greets her 
every appearance. 


Frances Slosson is the very old- 


est member of Ye Liberty Com- 
pany.

Wells College, 
Aurora, N. T.—Mrs. 


Blen. who before her marriage was 
Miss LI. the granddaughter of Earl U 
Hung Chang; Miss Chang, the daugh- 
ter of the governor of the province of 
An Llm, and Mrs. AM, whose grand- 
father Is now one of the ministers of 
he celestial empire and Is connected 
with all Important movements In Pe- 
kln. The coming of these young wom- 
en Is onei of the direct results of the 
visit of the Chinese Imperial commis- 
sion to this country last spring, when 
hey made a special study of our In- 
stitutions 
for 
advanced 
education. 


Their report on the advantages offered 
n this country for the higher educa- 
tion of women was so good that the 
empress of China directed that several 
Chinese women be selected from the 
best families and sent over to take a 
course of study.

Old Sewing Bird Once 


Used by Grandmother 


It seems a pity that 
the "sewing, 


bird," used by our grandmothers (and 
ev,en by some of our mothers), has 
gone so completely out of use. It was 
men a useful little thing, and so orna-' 
mental withal 
Did you ever see this 


little sliver bird, who carried on his 
back a cushion for needles and pins, 
and who so obediently opened his bill, 
when the right spring was 
pushed,1 


holding the sewing firmly in his beak, 
so that one •was not obliged to pin It 
to one's knee' This 
bird could be 


screwed to an- table, and was certain- 
ly a nerve-siving 'device, for It Is 
often very tiring to pin one's work 
to the knee and then keep leaning over' 
till a good start is made, or else bring 
the knee up until one Is on a strain. 
An excellent -ubstltute for the device, 
however, may be contrived by using 
the sewing machine. If you wish to 
sew by hand, and find It convenient 
to sit near tho machine, slip a strip of 
muslin under the presser foot and turn ] 
the needle doivn Into It. This secures 
It, and work can be pinned to tha 
strip at any point. Thus there need 
be no bending over and all muscle 
strain Is obviated.

ing to get what she wants—uni- 
formed women, dressed in short 
skirts 
and bloomers, wearing 


caps and carrying the regulation 
billies, to patrol the streets. 


This is just what Mrs. Golclzier 


lias written to the Mayor: 


"Policemen patrol the streets 


for the protection of property. 
Why should not policewomen pa- 
trol the streets for the protection 


of our boys, our 
more valued 


treasures? What can be said 
against such a plan? 
Nothing 


but its -novelty. At the very first 
mention., men, women and chil- 
dren see very, much good in such 
an innovation. It requires long 
study to see its far-rcadiing ben- 
efits.' 


"Its expense can hardly enter 


into the calculation, for wfaat 
would be spent on salaries would 
be saved in judiciary expenses, 
such as penitentiaries, reformato- 
ries, station-houses, courts, pris- 
ons, &c. Better citizenship would 
result, which also has its finan- 
cial advantage. 


"Our civic authorities appoint 


women to teach. Were it such; a 
startling innovation to appoint 
women to guard our children.

"To .blame the women's club 


for the neglected child is,, like 
blaming gas light for the dark- 
ness. It is dark not because of 
the gaslight, but because there is 
not enough gaslight. And chil- 
dren are neglected not because of 
women's clubs but because wom- 
en do not club together enough. 


"Men's clubs are bad for the 


men and for the children of men, 
for they are places for holding 
smoking and drinking bouts and 
for gambling. They ought to be 
discouraged, for they 
interfere 


with domesticity, and wastefully 
absorb time and money necessary 
for the familyi. 
Women's clubs 


are places for mental and spirit- 
ual improvement, which can but 
conduce to domestic felicity and 
aptitude for child rearing.

One of 
these was John W. Mackay, another Creed Hayward and a third 
Colonel Harry I. Thornton. Those were the days when the 
chivalry and the shovelry mingled on terms of social equality, 
when there was a curious affinity between the sons of Erin and 
the scions of the Southern aristocracy.

I have been made very tired of late by reading a set of 


eulogies onsthe Red Cross and its wondej* work. 
On two occa- 


sions I have had cause to deal with the Red Cross. 
Both times 


I was buncoed. 
Several times I have been in a position to wit- 


ness* its unfitness, and its vast power to do^harm. 


In the beginning, like most things, the Red Cross was very 


effective in alleviating the horrors of the battlefield and smooth- 
ing down the comers and creases and rough edges for the help- 
less. But I am convinced that its only excuse for being today is 
to pay large salaries to professional Vendors of charity. They 
call themselves scientific dispensers of charity. I call them 
grafters. 


You all know the fizzle the Red Cross has made of our own 


tragedy. From Dr. Devine down the leaders of the society 
were utterly unable to cope with the situation. And the people 
who denounced them most in secret were the army folk. They 
fully realized the unfitness of the manager, and were aware of 
the dissatisfaction they created on all sides. 


Not a day passes without a dozqn protests against the man- 


ner in which the Red Cross people dealt with the refugees being 
filed with the newspapers. Men and women of all creeds and 
denominations who have had dealings with the Geneva Institu- 
tion are loud in their denunciation of the treatment they re- 
ceived. 


They declare that all manner of preferences and prejudices 


were shown in the distribution of the- funds subscribed by the 


kind-hearted people of the world to lessen the sorrows of the 
fire victims. I suppose this is due to the fact that the Red Cross 
is controlled by a little clique and that all on the outside are 
overlooked. 


But the local kick against the Red Cross is only an incident. 


During the Yanko-Spanko war there was just as much criticism 
of the Red Cross in the East as exists here today. The Barton 
Family controlled theaorganizati"on at that time and drew fat 
salaries for spending the vast funds subscribed. 
VA general howl 


went up when the details of distribution were made public. As 
a matter of fact all who had dealings with the society in the East 
imagined they were doing business exclusively with a private 
enterprise owned body and soul by the Bartons. 


I do hope that the Red Cross will be ushered out of exist- 


ence in California. We don't need that sort of charity in this 
great big-hearted State. Already the coast is cursed with pre- 
vention societies that are nothing more than vehicles for the 
blackmailing proclivities of their paid secretaries and agents. 


On more than one occasion the societies for the suppression 


of vice and cruelties to men and beasts have used their jobs 
solely for the purpose of holding up people and corporations 
on this side of the bay. I remember one instance when a stable 
was held up for $500 by one of the prevention fakes. The pro- 
prietor, while technically guilty of violating the law, could have 
easily beaten the case in the courts, but when he found that he 
could square matters for $500 he thought it best to do so and 
avoid publicity. 


Now let me tell you how these grafting agents work the 


newspapers. As soon as they receive information about a case 
involving people of consequence they call upon those involved 
to see if there is not some way in which the matter may be com- 
promised. Unless turkey is talked immediately they ring up 
the newspapers and tell them of the fine case on tap that will 
make a rattling good story. Then they go back to the people 
and tell them that the newspapers are on to the facts, as they 
have been after them to get the story. They explain that pub- 
, licity is a terrible thing and it might be possible to sidetrack the 
reporters if it is made worth while. 


As a rule people give up the necessary sum which the agents 


tell them is to bribe the reporters. Of course the reporters are 
never given any of this money and when they come looking for 
the story about which the agents have already telephoned the edi- 
tor, it is explained that the thing didn't pan out. 


The newspapers are pretty well on to the methods of these- 


people and are very careful in printing anything given them by 
tbe secretaries or agents unless they make a very thorough ex- 
amination of all the alleged facts on their own account. 


A short time ago one of the police judges had occasion to 


state that the secretary of one of the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children Societies was a party to a conspiracy to rob a woman 
of her child and turn the infant over to the care of her husband, 
who is a dissolute character but who had considerable money. 


The police judges before whom most of the cases handled 


by the prevention societies come for preliminary hearing act 
on them with great caution because they are all" of the belief 
that the paid secretaries of the organizations are crooks. 
.< 
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In all that was printed about the late Denis Kenrny (even 


the Chronicle spelled his name with two n's), not one word was 
said about Chester Hull or Michael Joseph Kelly. What had 
they to do with Denis Kearny? it may be asked.' Everything. 
Hull made Kearny famous and Kelly got away with, the bulk of 
Kearny's graft, and incidentally caused his downfall by expos- 
ing him as a grafter. 


Chester Hull was a newspaper writer employed on the 


Chronicle and Michael Joseph Kelly was a contractor who had 
been a Supervisor. Both have long been dead, the foinner being 
buried by his friends and the latter with the rites of the church 
in consecrated ground. To Hull Kearny was a joke; to Kelly 
•he was a source of immense profit. 


When the agitation, due to hard times and financial depres- 


sion, began against the Chinese in 1876-7, Hull was a reporter 
on the Chronicle and Kearny a drayman. 
More than one- 


eighth the inhabitants of California were Chinese. Chinese con- 
stituted fully one-third the population of San Francisco. They 
were coming by the thousand in every ship from the Orient. 
\ Staning white men and women were walking the streets in 


search of work while coolies were getting employment every- 
where—on the railroads, in the orchards and vineyards, in the 
cigar and clothing factories and in domestic service. Why, the 
broad-gauge mole at Oak] and was built by dollar-a-day labor, 
whites being employed as a cocenssion to public sentiment. 


The conditions aroused popular revolt Among the many 


speakers who clamored for a hearing was the rude drayman, 
Denis Kearny. He was fearless enough to say anything, and 
Chester Hull," who was writing up the agitation (and incident- 
ally fostering it), found him anxious to get something to sa}" 
that was picturesque and original. So Hull, who was some- 
thing of a humorist and regarded the whole business as a huge 
jest, wrote Kearny's speeches, interlarding them with bizarre 
expressions and original designations. 
These speeches made 


- Kearny famous and established him in complete leadership of 


the workingmen's party. He became a dictator. 


Exit Hull and enter Kelly. Kearny was not equal in soul or 


brain to his opportunity. He desired to reap the pecuniary har- 
vest open to him, but wanted to do so in a manner that would 
freeium from the suspicion of his followers. Michael Joseph 
Kelly became his broker and the investor of Kearny's ill-gotten 
gains. Everything he bought was recorded in his own name. 
When he demanded a settlement, Michael Joseph grew as igno- 
rant and obstreperous as a Tinnerary pig on the way to market. 
He wouldn't give up a cent or acknowledge a thing, and the row 
exposed Kearny to his followers.
